Sr. Jokx, N. B., April 1.—A dispatch from 

Moncton contains news of the stalled trains 

on the Northern Divisiog of the Intercolo- 

nial Railway. A break has been made from 

St. Flavien to Campbeliton, two blocked 

trains between those points working their 

way out through a tunnel of snow. Fully 

1,500 passengers, including immigrants, are 

halted on the route. The railway author- 

ities are straining every nerve to get food 
to the passengers and the 1,500 work- 
men who are trying to dig them out.

Each line of men threw to the terrace 
above. In many the snow-drifts were 
thirty feet in depth. During their week’s 
sojourn in the drifts the passengers en- 
dured t hardships, although the railway 
authorities did all they could to make 
them comfortable. It was fortunate 
for the Women and children that so many 
sleepers were snowed in with them. No 
scruples were Observed in taking coal from 
cars on sidings to supply them with fuel. 
The main line has been opened and a channel 
cut. through the snow at enormous labor and 
expense, and yet the work is but half done. 
Every branch is blocked and every car on a 
siding snowed under. It Will take more than 
a week to get the road ih any kind of run- 
ning order.

NEBRASKA. 


Important Measures Which Have Become 
Laws—Exorbitant Appropriations. 

LINcoLN, Neb., April 1—[Special.}|—The 
Nebraska Legislature that expired the last 
day of March at the close of a sixty-day ses- 
sion will pass into history with few en- 
comiums. Ten days after its organization 
both branches were under control of the rail- 
roads, and the prospects of sound, substantial 
railway legislation from that day to the close 
of the session .grew less and less. The rail- 
way commission system, that has existed for 
two years, and which was condemned 
by a vote of the people, was early 
in the session repealed in the House, 
but the House also killed a maximum rate 
bill, while the Senate from the first was op- 
posed to railway legislation. The fact has 
been notorious over Nebraska that the rail- 
ways have played the entire session with a 


bold hand, and the railroad bill that was 


finally passed during the closing hours is the 
one known as the Watson-Conger bill that 
was acceptable to the railroads from its in- 
troduction. This bill, it is claimed, is mod- 
eled after the inter-State commerce measure, 
insofar as possible to make it apply to a State. 
A board of five, representing each one of five 
State officers, will have charge of its affairs. 
Members who are pledged to regulate Ne- 
braska railways give the bill no approval.

Inspector and providing for the inspection of 
illuminating oil; creating a State Board of 
Pharmacy; regulating the practice of dentistry;

The appropriations are generally regarded 
as exorbitant and lavish. fhe bill that passed 
giving a recount on the vote on the legisla- 
tive amendment was the most satisfactory 
bill to ge members themselves, as it gave 
them sixty days for a session at $5 per y.

THE HABITS AND HAUNTS OF THE 
ANIMAL DESCRIBED, 


How It Was Formerly Captured by the 
Whalers and Seal-Hunters—The Im- 
proved Methods Now Employed in Its 
Capture—Substituting the Rifle for the 
, Harpoon—Driving a Herd—The Value of 
the Oil, Skin, and Tusks. 
San Francisco Call: Quite an important in- 
dustry which is carried on by vessels that go 
up into the Behring Sea and Arctic Ocean 


every season whaling and sealing, and one 


of which the general public knows but very 
little, is that of walrus hunting. A large 
number of vessels leave this port every year 
whose chief object is seal hunting and fish- 
ing, but the crews all sign shipping articles 
for a “sealing and walrusing voyage.” 
Nearly all the whalers and sealers manage 
to capture a few walruses during a cruise, 
and the crews often while away their 
watches below by polishing and engraving the 


| ferocious-looking tusks of the gregarious 


animal. There is hardly a barroom on the 
water front but what has its back bar orna- 
mented with a pair or more of the polished 
ivories. No instance is recorded of one of 
these animals ever being in captivity on ex- 
hibition. Large sums of money have been 
offered to parties in this city who have ves- 
seis engaged in the Northern trade if their 
crews could capture and bring down a wal- 
rus alive, but so far all efforts to that end 
have been fruitless, and probably no one who 
has not actually visited the icy seas has ever 
seen a live walrus. Wishing to lay before 
the public some facts regarding the animal a 
Call reporter yesterday interviewed one of our 
merchants who deals largely in the tusks, 
oil, and skin, for which the animal is hunted, 
and anumber of experienced whalers who 
have spent years in the Northern waters, and 
from them obtained the following interest- 
ing information as to the habits of. the ani- 
mal, place where found, methods of hunting, 
etc. : 3 

The walrus, or, as it is sometimes called, 
the morse, or seacow, somewhat resembles 
a ye seal in external appearance. It is 
distributed un the Arctic. regions of both 
hemispheres. One of the favorit resorts of 
the walrus is the sea about Kamschatka, and 
ten to fifteen d es on each side on the 
American and Asiatic shores, and another 
one on the north coast of Siberia, westward 
of Baffin’s Bay and Prince Regent’s Inlet. It 
is also round on the coasts of Iceland and 
about Spitzbergen and Nova Zembla. It is 
said that the s never comes south of the 
Alaskan peninsula on this side. They could 
come dow through the Ounimuk Pass, but 


old Arctic whalers say that they have never 


been seen in the Pacific Ocean. Those that 
go up into the Arctic, it is said, are mostly 


cows and calves, the cows keeping near thes 


ice for the protection of their young and find- 
ing plenty of food up there. e bulls seem 
to stop down in the Behring Sea, few going 
through the straits into the Arctic. The 
whalemen say that they have been informed 
by the Indians that some of the walruses stay 
in the Arctic all winter, having breathing 
holes in the ice, as seals do. 

The chase of the walrus has been practiced 
from time immemorial. Formerly it was 
valued only for its tusks and oil, but of re- 
cent years its skin has also come in use as an 
article of commerce. The wairuses have two 
upper canine teeth prolonged into huge tusks. 
Some of the full-grown walruses weigh near- 
lyaton. They attain a length of fifteen to 
eighteen feet, and measure halt as much 
around the fore flippers. These fore flippers 
are some two feet long and are capable of 
forcing them rapidly through the water 
when propelled by the short stout arms. The 
inside of the paws is covered with a horny 
article which subserves the pu of pro- 
tecting their palms in scrambling over the 
rough ice. Some writers claim they 
have the power of suction in these members, 
and b is means so readily climb on the 
huge ice cakes, where they are so often 
seen during the Arctic summer. The walrus 
flippers when cooked are considered a 
great delicacy by the Indians, and are said to 
taste not unlike pickled pigs’ feet. The wal- 
ruses live chielly on clams, for pores 
which their tusks seem especially designed. 
Diving to the bottom they into the sand 
with their tusks and feed at their leisure, 
often coming to their breathing spot at the 
surface and spitting the shelis out on the ice. 
The flesh of the walrus 18 protected by a 
thick layer of fat or blubber which enables 
it to resist the cold water ofthe Arctic seas. 
This coating will yield an average abput 
twenty-two galions of oil, it being calculated 
that 100 walruses will yield seventy-five bar- 
rels of oil, each holding thirty-seven and a 
half gallons. The oil can rdly be dis- 
tinguished from whale oil, generally be- 
ine a little lighter in color. When full 
grown the tusks of the animal are from two 
to three feet long, one side often being a little 
larger than the other. Each tusk will gen- 
erally erevage about five pounds in weight. 
Capt. Hesendeen informed the reporter that 
the tusks of 1,000 walruses that he captured 
on one trip weighed 8.000 pounds. The cow 
ivory is worth more than that of the bull. 
All the tusks have a core through their en- 
tire length in the centre, and on this account 
are not as valuapie as elepnant ivory. They 
are checkered, too, on the outside, and this 
also lessens their value. Some of the tusks 
are enough in circumfrance so that 
billi balis can be turned from them; the 
cow ivory is generally used for cutlery. 
Walruses are always found near the 
open waters snugly lving on a cake of 
ice or the edge of the shore ice, never going 
further away from the water t ian is neces- 
sary to find a place to lie on. They are very 
clumsy on land or ice. They congregate in 
immense herds in the Arctic, and the na- 
tives sometimes approach them in their kay- 
acks and launch into them a harpoon, to 
which is attached an airtight inflated blad- 
der as large as a small barrel. When the 
walrus is tired out with towing his append- 
age the natives approach and dispatch it 
The hide is from one to one 
and a half inches in thickness and covered 
sparsely with short hair. The animals often 
have pitched battles among themselves, and 
many of them that are bes gong or captured 
have their skins punctu by the tusks of 
their antagonists in these encounters. 

In former years, in the months of May and 
June, when whaling was dull, the whalers 
used to capture large numbers of walruses 
putting in the time there till the ice opened 
and they could go into the Arctic. Now, 
however, the walrus is getting scarcer, it 
contains no.valuable bone, and the oil fetches 
a very low price in the market. Very few of 
them hunt the animal at all, and the number 
captured each year is smaller. The following 
was the old method employed for capturing 
the walrus: On sighting a herd, the boats 
would be lowered, each supplied with a line, 
to which at intervais were attached harpoons. 
Getting alongside the ice floe the harpoons 
were thrown by the crew into the body of the 
walrus, sticking there. The animals would 
thrash. round in the water in pain and ht 
until exhausted, when they would be dis- 
patched with lances thrust into some vital 
spot. As soon as all are dispatched a hole is 
cut in the ice near the edge, an oar placed in 
it, to which a tackle is attached, a noose 
thrown over the animal's heads, and they 
are hauled on the ice. Here they are skinned 
and the tusks cutout. The fat in them is 
stripped off and taken aboard the ship, and 
tried out precisely as whale blubberis. By 
this method Capt. Barnes, an old trader 
from this port to the Arctic, on one trip he 
made in the Ontario captured 1,200 walruses. 

In 1870 Capt. Everett P. Smith, an old and 
experienced whaler, sailed from this port to 
the Arctic in the Alaska Fur Company’s 
ship Menshikoff. Capt. Smith was the first 
man to conceive and adopt the idea of shoot- 
ing the wairuses instead of harpooning them. 
He procured a quantity of ammunition and 
armed his men with Remington rifles, and he 
made at havoc among the walrus herds.

The skins sometimes weigh as much as 350 
pounds each, and are worth from 10 to 12 
cents a pound in the raw state.

The to- 
tal value of the proceeds of a full-grown wal- 
rus, including ivory, oil, and skin, 1s about 


Capt. Redfield commenced going from this 
city up north to trade with the Indians in 
1860, and he made yearly trips in the Gen. 

He brought 
down large 44 — of walrus ivory that he 
had obtained in barter to this city, sometimes 
as high as 15,000 and 20,000 pounds on a trip. 
Of late years the amount brought down has 
fallen off considerabiy. In 1854 the amount 
of walrus ivory brought to this port by the 
unds; in 1885 6,604 

unds, and last year 4,250 pounds. This was 
rought by eight vessels, one bringing as 
high as 1,200 pounds and one as low as thirty 
pounds. Thirty-one of the fleet brought none 
at all. Some years ago, when the supply was 
plentiful, the price of ivory was 25 cents a 
pound, Since then it has risen at times to $1 
a pound. The ruling price of walrus ivory in 
this city at present is 50 cents a pound. 


THE CITY OF MEXICO. 


Population and Business of the Mexican 
Capital. 

It is difficultto get statistics of Mexico, and 
even the population of its Capital has for 
years been a matter of conjecture. A Men- 
can firm, Messrs. Pridu, Navarro & Co., some 
time ago took a contract to get statistics of 
the City of Mexico. They make the popula- 
tion out to be 292,716. They furnish also the 
following particulars: The City of Mexico 
contains 7,979 buildings, valuéd at $114,738,000. 
These figures do not include public or Gov- 
ernment buildings, churches, private hospi- 
tals, etc., which would greatly increase both 
the number and value of edifices. There 
are in the city 7,047 commercial and indus- 
trial establishments, of which the following 
are the most important as to numbers: 
1,072 tobacco sto 888 grocery stores. 
pulque stands, 514 liquor saloons, 390 restau- 
rants, 275 butcher shops, 190 bakeries, 144 
grain stores, 130 barber shops, 118 tailorin 
per —ů 171 carpenter shops 
shoe stor biacksmith sho drug 
stores, 68 hardware stores, printing 
offices, 55 bath-houses, 72 dry-goods store 
48 banks (chartered and private), and 
cafés. The 7,047 commercial and industrial 
establishments pay an annual municipal tax 
of 758. Besides the National Monte de 
Piedad, or Government pawnshop, there are 
seventy-three private pawnshops in the city, 
representing a capital of $483,872. In the sec- 
ond half year of 1885 these houses loaned the 
sum of $1,333,796 on pledges of all kinds, on 
which an ave monthly interest of 12 
per cent was paid, and for the same period 
they paid a total tax of $16,672. There are 
nine cotton, three woolen, and seven paper 
factories in the city and its suburbs. ere 
are 316 schools and colléges in the city, with 
712 male and 469 female teachers, and an 
average daily attendance of 12,775 boys and 
10,385 girls, or a total daily average of 23,160. 
Fully one-half of the above schools are sup- 
ported by the Federal and municipal Govern- 
ments at an annual expense of $816,840. 
Among these educational establishments 
should be mentioned the Academy of Fine 
Arts, the mining, engineering, and medical 
schools, and the military, law, commercial, 
and agricultural colieges, where all who de- 
sire, irrespective of religion, nationality, 
race, color, or social condition, may obtain 

education and learn some trade or pro- 
ession free of charge. There are thirty-two 
lines of street railways in the city, besides 
eleven others which connect with suburban 
towns, and five trunk railways entering the 
city from different directions. 


Ruskin on Literature. 
For some time past the Pail Mall Gazette has 


been printing the views of eminent educators © 


and literary men on the subject of teaching En- 
glish literature at the universities, and very in- 
teresting some of the contributions have been. 
But now at the end of feast comes the best of 
the wine, from Mr. Ruskin. Here is his volun- 
teer utterance in full: “I have been watchil 

with great interest, as you may suppose, thoug 

not feeling it my business to intermeddle—all 
you've been saying lately, and getting said, on 
academies and universities and literature, 
and the like infinities of subjects; and I mere- 
ly write today to relieve my mind a little, 
feeling more than usually lazy, by observing that 
I entirely dissent from everythin ou've been 
saying and everything that everybody has said, 
particularly your Piébiscite—and that the uni- 
versity's business in any country in Europe 1s to 
teach its youth as much Latin, Greek, mathe- 
matics, and astronomy as they can quietly learn 
in the time they’re at it—and nothing else—that 
if they don't learn their own language at home 
they can’t learn it at a university—that if they 
want to learn Chinese -they should go to China— 
and if they want to learn Dutch to Amsterdam— 
and after they've learned all they want, learn 
wholesomely to hold their tongues, except on ex- 
treme occasions, in all languages whatsoever.”’ 


Freaks of a Lunatic. 

A crazy man, by name Wetterlind, recently ter- 
rorized the Swedish town of Giteborg for more 
than a whole week. He had locked himsclif in 
the top story of a house, whence he commanded 
a wide sweep of street, and marked and fired at 
any and everybody who approached. After he 
had shot one man dead the firemen attempted to 
drown him out, but could not get near enough, as 
the man was a dead shot. They next made iron 
shields to protect, them in the approach, but 
these proved too cumbersome. An attempt to 
dislodge the lunatic by throwing dumb-bells 
charged with electricity. at him had to be 
abandoned. A barricade was then erected around 
the house by the police and a regular 81 laid 
to it. The lunatic stood it a week before he was 
starved out, and was then seized by strategy, too 
weak to defend himself. He had wounded à num- 
bor of people from his perch during the singular 
campaign.

Exposition of the New Rules by a Good Au- 
thority in Boston. 

Boston Herald: Despite all that has been said 
and written about the new base-ball rules, the 
public, judging by the questions propounded at 


_ this office, are very poorly posted on the matter. 


Enough has been shown by the practice games 
thus far played in the South by the Philadelphia 
and Detroit nine to say that the game will be 
radically changed. First ot all there will be 
plenty of batting; the pitcher will have to de- 
pend entirely upon his field; more bases will be 
given on balls, aud consequently there 
will be many more runs. The pitcher this 
season will have to stand facing the 
umpire and keep the ball in plain sight of 
that functionary. He will not, however, be 


obliged to k both feet upon the ground until 
the ball is livered. position has been 
shortened until it is now Sigx4feet. His rear 
foot must be onthe back line, and he can take 
but one step forward to deliver the ball. Of 
course, this will hamper him in speed and in et- 
fectiveness and in curve. As h will have but 
five bad balls allowed him. and the batter will 
be allowed four strikes, a prtcher will be unable 
to trifle, but will have to confine himself strictly 
to business, To counteract the restrictions upon 
his delivery, the distinction between the high and 
low ball has been done away with, and the bats- 
man will have to hit at eve ball pitched over 
the plate between the shoulder and the knee. 
Under the new rule there will be plenty of 
chance for headwork. All thé pitchers who 
were effective under the old rules will be effective 
today, while the way of the wild pitchers will be 
very hard. Now, every time the pitcher starts 
to throw the ball to a base, he will have to come 
back to the pitching position before he delivers 
the ball to base. This will do away with al- 
most all the monkey tug or tricky business 
which was so frequent, Feet will enable the 
pitcher to keep u very close watch upon his man, 
though he will not be very likely to feint or to 
throw to a base as often as before. The pitcher 
this year, therefo cannot hide the bali on 
his hip, as has heretofore been the case.

HARRISON'S GAME OF REVENGE. 
The latest phase of Chicago politics veri- 
fies the old adage that misery loves company. 
Finding his own retirement to private life is 
inevitable, Mr. Harrison is determined to pull 
after him as many as possible of his ap- 
pointees. With that end in view he is strain- 
ing every nerve to array the City-Hall, with 
all the outside appointments centering there, 
against Mr. Roche and for the Socialist can- 
didate Nelson. He knows very well that if 
the Anarchists and their allies should come 
into power they would make a clean sweep” 
of the police who were on the force at 
the time the haymarket massacre occurred, 
and of the city employés who were in sympa- 
thy with the police, As u consequence their 
only hope of retention is in the election of 
Roche, and if Harrison can get them to work 
for the Socialist ticket they will be doomed 
to decapitation whoever is elected. As 
a “dearest fos” he is playing what 
he supposes to be a deep game, but 
his disguise is too thin. If he 
really thinks, in the dazed condition of his 
intellect, that any service he and his ap- 
pointees can render Nelson would placate the 
wrath ana vengéance of the Anarchists who 
form the advance-guard of Mr. Nelson’s 
party, he is about the only man who cherishes 
such an absurd delusion. The Socialistic 
leaders would take even more pleasure in 
making the present police walk the plank 
than in the confiscatioa of property by taxa- 
tion. Their attorney, who is the go-between 
in this business, knows perfectly well that no 
promises of that kind would be kept. If Nel- 
son had the ron will of Wellington he could 
not stand the pressure. Every one of them, 
from the chiefs down to the humblest bridge- 
tender, would have to go. With a Socialist 
in the Mayor’s chair Harrison would have 
plenty of company on the outside, and that 
with the greatest possible haste. The more 
serious the injury to the public service the 
better the Socialist leaders would be pleased, 
for their main reliance for ultimate victory 
is upon anarchy. 

Mr. Harrison knows very well that the 
best card he ever played in the game of 
politics was the retention in office of a good 
many Republicans.

He naturally thinks that Mr. Roche 
will have the good sense to follow this much 
of his example, ana for that and other 
reasons give the city a satisfactory adminis- 
tration, and that Nelson, on the other hand, 
would be driven by the pressure within into 
a course destructive of his own party.

SLAINE’S TRIBUTE — 
In his brief address at St. Louis Mr. Blaine 


paid a glowing, hearty tribute to the states- 
manlike grasp of Thomas Jefferson, who, 
‘standing between the embarrassment of 
France when she had lost her navy and the 
aggressive energy of Great Britain, plucked 
the whole Territory of Louisiana, extending 
to St. Paul, from the ambition of both and 
made it American throughout all its borders.” 
Crediting the Louisiana purchase solely to 
the sagacity of Jefferson, Mr. Blaine pro- 
nounced it one of the grandest exploits of 
American statesmanship, aud added, as mat- 
ter of just reproach, that in the vast scope of 
territory so acquired there is not a statue 
raised to the honor of Thomas Jefferson a 
neglect which heurged his St. Louis auditors 
to repair, that they might show proper grati- 
tude to a patriot who “should stand next to 
Washington.” 

Mr. Blaine's tribute to Jefferson shows a 
marked freedom from partisan bias or prej1- 
dice. In the opinion of some historical stu- 
dents Jefferson’s part in the purchase of Lou- 
isiana has been greatly exaggerated and they 
assert that he has been awarded creait prop- 
erly due to the actual agents of the United 
States—Livingston and Monroe—who con- 
ducted the negotiations with Napoleon and 
concluded the transfer. Jefferson’s letter of 
instructions seemed to contempiate only the 
acquisition of territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi and the right to free naviga- 
tion of the river. In their formal report 
stating that they had purchased the en- 
tire Louisiana territory west of the§ Missis- 
sippi and extending to the British posses- 
sions on the em, Livingston and Mon- 
roe said they “well knew that an 
acquisition of so great extent was not con- 
templated by their appointment,” but they 
were persuaded that the circumstances and 
considerations which induced them to make 
it would justify them to their Government 
and country.” Hence it has been claimed 
that the glory of the achievement belongs to 


Livingston and Monroe, who went beyond

Jefferson had neither planned nor contem- 
plated. Mr. Blaine refuses to take this view. 


He holds that the final acquisition of the en- 


tire territory west of the Mississippi was in 
Jefferson’s mind from the first, and that, 
while the envoys exceeded the strict letter 
of their authority, they were only executing 
the ultimate purpose of the master spirit be- 
hind them. Jefferson’s letter of instructions 
was purposely guarded; he opened negotia- 
— for the Island of New Orleans cautious- 
ly, and with the expectation that if a favora- 
ble opportunity occurred more mignt be de- 
manded. There is good evidence to show 
that Monroe took the formai letter with oral 
instructions of a much more significant 
character, and that the transfer as com pleted 
was what Jefferson had in view from the be- 
ginning, but of this there is no documentary 
proof. 285 
Mr. Blaine's high opinion of Jefferson 18 
doubtless largely influenced by the fact that 


the Sage of Monticelio in performing the 


greatest act of his life tore his State sov- 
ereignty dogmas into shreds, and became for 
the time being a Nationalist. Jefferson 
never denied that in purchasing Louisiana 
he performed an act not warranted 
by strict-construction theories of the Con- 
stitution, and which was opposed in every 
particular to the political dogmas he so 
persistently preached. He even contemplated 
asking an amendment to the Constitution to 
legalize the purchase of Louisiana and jus- 
tify him for exercising a power which he 
thought beyond the Constitution. Jefferson’s 
highest credit is in the fact thut at an oppor- 
tune moment he trampled his State sovereign- 
ty doctrines beneath his feet, and by a mas- 
ter-stroke strengthened the principle of 
nationality and added incaiculably to the 
power and future glory of the Union. 


THE BOODLERS BROUGHT TO BOOK. 

Eight County Commissioners, eight ex- 
Commissioners, the three County Wardens, 
the engineer of the County Hospital, and 
about a score of contractors already indicted ! 
Such is the result of about twelve days’ work 
by an industrious grand jury which is not 
yet through with its labors, as its foreman 
announces that there is other ree busi- 
ness before it. 

Time and again the press has shite 
that whenever there was a chance for an 
honest grand jury to investigate the methods 
and practices of the County Board some such 
result would follow. A majority of the mem- 
bers of that body, secure in the belief that 
they could select the members of every 
grand jury, did not stop at any means to en- 
rich themselves at the expense of the tax- 
payers. Emboldened by the immunity which 
they have enjoved for three years they 
plundered in the very face of the pub- 
lic. Their methods were clumsy, and it 
did not need a very searching inquiry 
to bring to light their ~ rascalities. 
There is scarcely a job which the grand jury 
has inquired into which has not been fully 
outlined in these pages. [he boodle Com- 
missioners made no defense. They ignored 
public criticism, treating it with contempt, 
feeling contident that they could escape im- 
munity through their manipulation of the in- 
quisitorial body of the county. They relied 
too much on the pretendea legal knowledge 
of a cunning and unscrupulous member of 
the combine.“ The law affords ample op- 
portunity for the impaneling of a special 
grand jury composed of honest men, as they 
have found to their cost. 

The search into the crookedness and job- 
bery should be thorough. All the rascals 
have not yet been discovered. The co-con- 
spirators of the indicted Commissioners in 
the Court-House paint and putty swindle, 
the gravel-road swindle, the Hospital Build- 
ing and Insane Asylum wing swindle, and 


the milk and meat swindles have not yet been 


indicted. Some of the active agents of the 
boodle Commissioners in robbing the public 
have as yet escaped. The chief conspirator 
of all, the man who is generally supposed to 


have devised the whole scheme of public rob- 


bery, is boastfully enjoying his immunity. 


The work of the grand jury will not be com- 


pleted as long as the main guilty man escepes. 


SOUTH TOWN ASSESSOR. 

The action of the South Town Democratic 
Committee Thursday evening in adjourning 
without making nominations, calling a con- 
vention, or without indorsing any set of can- 
didates, is entirely in keeping with the Harri, 
sonian tactics to transfer the Democrats over 
to the Sociahsts; and itis well to note that 
the whole affair was managed by “Billy” 
Whelan, a “ Harrisonian Alderman,” and one 
Hendrickson, who holds some sort of a city 
office. The intention is to throw as much of 


the Democratic vote as possible to the South 


Town candidates of the Socialists. The 
ticket of that party is headed by one Frank 
O'Neill for Assessor. He was a bam-sewer 
at Armour’s packing-house until last fall, 
when he went out on a strike, being a ring- 
leader of the turbulent element. He does 
not own $100 worth of property in the world, 
and never owned any realestate. He is ut- 
terly ignorant of the nature of an asse:sment 
for taxes, yet the gang Democrats propose to 
make him the Assessor of two-thirds in val- 
ue of the property of Chicago! Will the Demo- 
cratic taxpayers take no steps to resent this 
attempt to encourage the confiscation of their 
property. If he is elected, then property may 
be assessed at double or treble its value. If 
there should happen to be a Socialistic Mayor, 
every cent that could be raised under the 
assessment would probably be spent. The 
taxes would be so burdensome that their col- 
lection would mean the confiscation of the 
owner’s interest in all incumbered property, 
and the depreciation in value of all property. 
Do the law-abiding, property-owning voters 
of the South Town realize the full nature of 
the issue thus presented to them by Billy 
Whelan, Hendrickson, and the Socialists? If 
they do they will turn out as one man next 
Tuesday and crush the conspiracy by elect- 
ing Maj.

SLEEPING-CAR COMPANIES UNDER THE 
NEW LAW. 

In the discussion of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act very little has been said about the 
effect of the new law on sieeping and excur- 
sion car companies and the like. Corpora- 
tions of this class have profited greatly by 
the system of railroad deadheadism, and have 
reaped large gains from passengers who paid 
no regular railroad fare, and hence were in- 
clined to launch out freely in patronizing 
sleepiag-cars, dining-cars, etc., and securing 
all the incidental comforts and pleasures of 
travel by rail. Granting few passes them- 
selves, these subsidiary companies have 
always been strong, interested support- 
ers of railway deadheadism, and they 
must now look forward to see many 
of their best customers cease their fre- 
quent junkets and perform their neces- 
sary railroad travel hereafter in a more 
economical fashion. Thousands of dead- 
heads long accustomed to free transportation 


occasions of necessity, and many of them will 
be tempted to carry lunch-baskets and ride 
nearer the engine than has been their wont. 
The circumstances all indicate a marked re- 
duction in the profits of sleeping-cars, din- 


ing cars, transfer companies, etc., unless all 


such auxiliary carrier corporations meet the 


emergency by reducing rates so as to pro- 


mote travel and induce the railroads to do 
likewise. 

Another matter which bears particularly 
on the palace-car companies is the section of 
the Inter-State Commerce act which forbids 
any railroad to give any undue or unreason- 
able preference or advantage to any particu 
lar person, company, firm, corporation, or local- 
ity,” or to subject any person, company, firm, 
or corporation” to any undue or unreasona- 
ble prejudice or disadvantage in any respect 
whatsoeyer.”” At present the several com- 
panies have a practical monopoly on certain 
roads which either refuse to hau palace and 
excursion cars for other corporations or 
make charges which are in effect prohibitory. 
The new law clearly requires railroads to 
haul cars for all sleeping and excursion car 
companies on equal terms, thus interfering 
with the present monopolies and introducing 
competition into this branch of the railroad 
service. Thé.car companies must see that 
the time for a “new departure“ is at hand, 
and uniess prepared to stand severe losses 
they must persuade the railroads to unite 
with them in making concessions to promote 
travel and seek hereafter smaller profits on 
a larger volume of business. 


SterHen A. Doveras in his Seventeenth 
Ward speech scored the following point 
against Nelson, the Socialistic candidate: 
“Tam not against him because he is not a 
“man of liberal education. [He has not 
“enough to hurt him.] I am against him 
“simply because when the good Lord was 
** giving out brains he didn’t give him enough 
“to run the City of Chicago. Think of Nel- 
“son’s saying that if he was elected Mayet 
% should run this city without police.” Mr. 
Douglas might have enlarged still fur- 
ther on this point. Nelson’s Socialistic con- 
federates have proclaimed war on the police. 
They want no police unless they can control 
them and use them against society. The im- 
munity which would then be given to the law- 
less elements is not the only danger that would 
threaten the city. As the standard-bearer 
and disciple of Socialism, Nelson must carry 
out the doctrines of Socialism. Hatred of the 


police and of all regularly-constituted author- 


ity is one of its fundamental doctrines. The 
haymarket massacre shows how bitterly 
these malcontents hate them. In taking this 
position Nelson is playing into the hands of 
the Anarchists. The citizens of Chicago are 
to be left without protection against Social- 
ism! If they attempted to defend themselves 
oF their property they would be arrested by 
Nelson’s personal constabulary. Without a 
police a reign of terrorism would begin in 
Chicago in twenty-four hours. Are its peo- 
ple ready to give up their police at the dicta- 
tion of Nelson and his Socialistic friend? 

“Tr you put in Nelson you can get him out 
“in two years, but if you put in Roche he 
vill be like the Sindbad of the sea, you won't 
“ get his party out in ten or fifteen years,“ 
says Harrison in his harangue to the commit- 
tee hunting for a candidate. What cause of 
offense has he against the Republican party 
that he would rather see the party of An- 
archy and Socialism succeed? The Repub- 
lican party 1s largely made up of business- 
men and others who have material interests, 
large or small. They certainly will not do 
anything to injure the city or impede its 
prosperity. They are not in favor of break- 
ing down its law or disbanding its po- 
lice, - like Nelson and nis party. 
What has the “Republican party done 
to Harrison that tes him so bitter? When 
he defeated John Clarke the latter was the 
first to congratulate him on his election and 
to go on his bond. When Judge Cary and 
Sidney Smith were defeated the Republicans 
did not threaten to throw the city into the 
hands of the lawless classes or to break down 
respect for law. Ifthe Republicans succeed 
and remain in power ten, fifteen, or even 
fifty years it will be because they have the 
majority of votes. Harrison himself has kept 
in office eight years in the same way. That 


is, he had a majority of the votes, as counted, 


for Mayor, although he was counted in the 
last time. Why all this vituperation of the 
Republicans! Why is he over in the Social.

MEMORY OF RUSSIAN POLICE. 


Why the Bulgarian Regents Hold Out- 
Curious Instances of Russian Brutality. 
New York Mail: One of the reasons of the 

apparently senseless resistance of the Bul- 

garians to the Czar is due to the knowledge 
of those in power at Sophia of Russia's un- 
spaning treatment of rebels or political 
enemies. This alone will suffice to prevent 


the leaders of the national movement in the 


Balkans from coming to terms with her, ex- 
cept when neither resistance nor flight is 
possible. That the Russian political police 
never forgive is pretty well known. The 
follo illustration thereof may be of in‘ 
terest: In the year 1880 Stanislas Jablo- 
nowski, the son of a Polish country gentle- 
man, was appointed fromone of the mulitary 
schools at St. Petersburg to acommission in a 
Guards regiment and had leave to visit his 
home before joining. While he was still 
with his family the Polish insurrection broke 
out and the lad was ordered by his father to 
sp the insurgents. He did so much against

FOOD IN THE SPRING. 


Valuable Hints Concerning the Preserva- 
tion of Health. 

In the springtime of the year there is 
great occasion for care in the matter of food. 
The kind that has satisfied and supported the 
body during the winter has served its pur- 
pose and is no longer fit for use. In cold 
weather the human system can assimilate 
materials that would clog and derange it in 
spring. There is no need for drugs to make 
people feel well when the things which have 
remained dormant in the ground begin to 
give signs of life. A judicious change of diet 
is required; that is all. It is better to take 
the materials for health from the grocer than 
from the druggist. Begin the morning meal 
with an extra allowance of fruit. Take two 
sound oranges or apples if you have been eat- 
ing only one, or three if you have been eat- 
ing two. Be sure there is no decay in the 
fruit employed in this manner. Eat good 
bread and butter. If you are a coffee or tea 
drinker, moderate the usual allowance. If 
you are a hot-water drinker take as much 
as you like. If you are a_ filesh-eater, 
take half as much as you do in win- 
ter. Pork is unfit for human food 
at any season. Eat less butter and 
grease of all kinds in spring. If potatoes are 
sound and mealy they are not objectionahie ; 
cheesy potatoes are unfit. There is the ut- 
most need for the exercise of caution in the 
use of vegetables of every kind. Unless they 
have been well preserved and have a whole- 
some flavor, the of wisdom is to avoid 
them. Raw cab that has been spoiled 
by freezing is often served in oyster houses 
of a certain class. The odor is disagreeable 
and readily marks it. In spring it is impor- 
tant that the heaviest meal should be eaten 
in the middle of the day. The warm rains 
produce an atmospheric condition which 
causes drowsiness. Eating a hearty meal in 
the midst of this pressure adds to the weight 
upon the system. In daylight the demands 
of business or duty will enable you to cope 
with it. In the 4 there is no such 
stimulus, and the result is injury to health. 
The evening meal should be hght and easily 
digested. Don’t eat buckwheat cakes or 
doughnuts. If you are a meat eater be sure 
that the meat has been broiled or roasted, 
Don't eat fried food of any kind. It is not de- 
sirable to feel that you have eaten enough.

‘FLED TO CANADA. 


Alexander M. Stanton Absconds from De- 
troit with a Bank’s Funda. 

Detroit, Mich., April 1.—[{Special.]—Alex- 
ander M. Stanton, resident manager of and 
partner in the Detroit branch of George K. 
Sistare’s Sons’ banking house has disappeared 
and the books show a shortage of about 
$50,000. Ten years ago Mr. Stanton, then a 
comparatively young New Yorker well- 
known in society and club circles came to 
Detroit and opened the banking and 
brokerage house which is known 
as George K. Sistare’s Sons’.”” The 

rtners were George W. Sistare, 

H. Sistare, and A. M. Stanton. This firm 
was not, however, exactly a branch of the 
great Sistares’ firm of New York. W. H. Sis- 
tare is a member of the New York firm, but 
George W. Sistare is not. The Detroit house 
and the New York establishment did busi- 
ness together. 

On coming to Detroit Mr. and Mrs. Stanton 
at once assumed a leading place in Detroit 
society. Mr. Stanton was elected a member 
of the Detroit Club and soon become a fa- 
vorit with the members. Mrs. Stan- 
ton and their children are at present living at 
No.523 Jefferson avenue. George K. Sistare’s 
Sons of Detroit did a large and high-class 
business. The partuer at this end of the line 
was looked upon as the pinkof business 
propriety. It is said by some people that for 
the last two years Mr. Stanton has been ad- 
dicted to wine and poker. Others say that he 
was addicted to neither one nor the other. 
People agree, however, that he speculated 
heavily in stocks. Be that as it may, Monday 
last Mr. Stanton mentioned to his clerks that 
he was going to New York. He left in the 
morning ostensibly for that point. In the 
evening, when the daily cipher report of the 
Detroit house was sent to New York, signs 
were casually added equivalent to these 
words: Mr. Stanton gone to New Vork.“ 
Mr. Stanton did not arrive in New York. It 
is surmised that he left the New York train 
inthe vicinity of Suspension Bridge. Nor 
did he return to Detroit. inhis stead came 
Arthur Chasher, an accountant of the New 
York firm, and a telegram to Harry A. New- 
berry, a well-known business-man of 
Detroit, asking him to see all the 
banks with which Mr. Stanton did 
business and request them to stay any 
movementin the matter which they might 
contemplate until it could be.looked into. Mr. 
Chasher found that Mr. Stanton had carried 
$7,500 with him, and that he had lost at least 
$30,000 in his stock dealing. 

Mr. Stanton’s present whereabouts is un- 
known. Mrs. Stanton is prostrated by the 
news. Mr. Newberry said tonight: 

Stanton was as square a business-man as you 
could know. There is nothing criminal in the 
affair. Stanton was a member of the firm and 
all his acts were  bindin on the rest. 
The only trouble has been his running away. 
Its a mere bagatelle, anyway, and might have 
been settled up without the slightest trouble in 
ten minutes. As to the money he has taken with 
him, why, he may bring it back. There's no tell- 
ing for what purpose he took the money. The 
oe may have been quite legitimate.

Rupture Between Eastern and 
Western Roads Regarding Missouri Fa- 
cific Traffiic—The Surrender of the Grand 
The parties interested in the Wabash Road took 
the question of appointing a successor to Judge 
Cooley out of Judge Gresham's hands by agree- 
ing on areceiver themselves, They appeared 
before the Judge yesterday noon and stated that 


they had agreed upon S. R. Callaway, General 


Manager of the Union Pacific. Gen. Swayne 
and Gen. Thompson appeared for the Gould in- 
terest and Messrs. Humphreys and Tutt and W. 
G. Beale and Gen. G. W. Swith represented the 
Chicago Division and some ofthe underlying 
mortgage bondholders, Some informal talk fol- 
lowed from Which it appeared that the parties 
had been engaged several days in discus- 
sing the names of a large number of 
prominent railroad men, but could only agree on 
Mr. Callaway, who has been with the Union 
Pacific about three years and was formerly Gen- 
eral Manager of the Chicago & Grand Trunk 
Road.

Likelihood of a Serious Rupture. 
There is likely to be a serious rupture between 
the Eastern and Western roads over the division 
of through rates on Missouri River traffic. About 
a month or so ago the Eastern trunk lines decided 
to no longer accept a division on Missouri River 


traffic on the basis of 116 per cent above Chicago 
rates from all the Mississippi River points, as 
has been the practice for several years past, but 
that the rcentage basis should be fixed upon 
actual mileage. leaving St. Louis at 116 per cent, 
but making points north thereof, which form the 
gateway of che Chicago Western roads, corre- 
spondingly er. As this action was calculated 
to place the icago Western roads at a disad- 
vantage, no longer able to equalize through 
rates from Missouri River via St. Louis 
and Chicago, they made a — . protest 
against the action of the trunk lines and 
declared that rather than submit to such an un- 
just arrangement they would stop prorating 
with the Eastern ifmes west from Chicago. Since 
then a number of conferences between the East- 
ern and Western lines were held with a view of 
effecting a compromise. The Western roads in 
the interest of and harmony made several 
ropositions for an adjustment of the difficulty, , 

but the Eastern lines would make noconcessions 
that were satisfactory to the Western lines, it 
being their evident determination to force the 
Western roads to prorate with them through to 
the Missouri River, instead of having the Missis- 
sippi River as dividing line as heretofore. Con- 
sequently ali negotiations for a settlement of the 
difficulty failed, and the two parties are as far 
apart now asever. All existing through rates 
and divisions between the Eastern and Western 
lines expire today, and new rates and divisions on 
Missouri River through traffic not paving been 
agreed upon the Western roads have decided to 
charge the Eastern lines full local rates from 
Chicago tothe Missouri Riverand beyond. By 
adding the two locais—from Eastern points to 
Chicago and thence to the Missouri River—the 
through rate via Chicago will be her than via 
St. Louis, but the Eastern lines will be greatly 
inconvenienced by not being able to make 
through shipments upon the same terms as here- 
tofore. That this matter if not speedily adjusted 
will lead to serious complications is generally 
admitted. While the Eastern lines will secure 
their full local rates cast of Chicago, yet 
they will be made to suffer, as the 
lines west. of Chicago will have 
the advantage by having the lakes back of them 
during the summer, and will, in connection with 
the lake lines, be able to make much lower 
through rates on Eastern business than can be 
made by way of St. Louis, and by forcing as 
much of the business as they can to the lake 
lines the slight advantage St. Louis has on the 
through rates by the all-rail lines will be more 
than counteracted. But aside from this, this 
rupture between the Eastern and Western lines 
is likely to lead to other complications which 
may in the end prevent any regular interchange 
of traffic at Chicago between the Eastern and 
Western lines. 


The Grand Trunk Surrenders to the Trunk 
Lines. ; 

The rupture between the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk and the Central Traffic Association, caused 
by the refusal of the latter to allow the former 
differentials on freight via Montreal to New En- 
gland points, has been temporarily patched up. 
General-Manager Hickson and Traffic-Manager 
Seargeant of the Grand Trunk, who have been in 
attendance upon the trunk-line meetings in New 
York this week, seem to have either been carried 
away by the great eloquence of the trunk-line 
managers or they have been scared by threats of 
vengeance and retaliation, or they would not 
have consented to repudiate the action of the 
managers of the Chicago & Grand Trunk.

HEAVY LOSS IN A TANNERY. 


A Somewhat Mysterious Blaze—Large Dam- 
nge and Light Insurance. 

The tannery and glove factory at No. 15

Correspondence. ] It is difficult to determine 
how much capital has been invested in and 
around this city, and still more difficult to 
say what would be a correct valuation of the 
property here. Some of the best citizens say 
that $100,000,000 would bea fair estimate of 
the value of corporate property. The assess- 
ments this year are on the basis of $20,000,000 
within the city limits, and the appraisals are 
intended to be about one-third of actual 
value. The taxable value of property in 


Jefferson County in 1880 was $3,246,374 and 


in 1885 $11,079,619. The increase, it will be 
seen, is very rapid, and the estimate of $20,- 
000,000 for the city is no doubt much below 
what would be made if the Assessors were to 
go their rounds at the present time. It is a 
common saying that a jacket made for Bir- 
mingham yesterday is too small for it today. 
There are land companies and manufactur- 
ing companies here without number. In 
some cases the stock is nine-tenths water, 
and in others the capitalization is far below 
the market value of the property. To give a 
list of corporations in which Birmingham 
people are interested would take columns 
of space. In the following lista few of the 
best known are mentioned. As to capitaliza- 
tion, that may be increased in any case be- 
fore the ink is dry: :

The Elyton Land Company, capitalized at 
only $200,000, is worth in the market not far 


from $8,000,000; the Avondale is worth 85 for 


$1; West End, $3 or $4 for $1. On the other 
hand, the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad 
Company’s stock, amounting to $10,000,000, 


‘sells for 45 to 47, and is worth, say, $4,500,000. 


The Ensley City, stocked at $10,000,000, has a 
market value of 10 cents on the dollar. One 
of the best-informed men in Birmingham has 
just bought $100,000 at that rate and is much 
pleased with his investment. This concern 
is controlled mainly by New York capital. 
The North Birmingham has 1,400 acres of 
land, which was ht some four months 
ago at $225 per acre. Not much advance in 
prices has been made there since the pur 
chase, and lots are not for sale, but furnaces 
are being erected, and it is pro to bring 
all the railroad lines to that point. John W. 
Johnson, President of the Georgia Pacific 
Railroad Company, is largely inter- 
ested there. One of the attractions will be 
a central es poy on which 810,000 will 
be expended. hen the me ree nas are 
completed, lots will be offered for sale, and a 
lively scramble is expected. While the East 
Birmingham is capitalized at $1,500,000, its 
friends say the property is worth 86,000, 000. 
Due allowance must, howefer, be made for 
their enthusiasm. The area of land is 710 
acres. Sales were recently begun, but had 
to be suspended, so the company’s officials 
say, because the clerks could not keep up 
with the business. Thirteen manufacturing 
enterprises are projected there, among them 
a large pottery establishment. Kaolin in im- 
mense quantities, claimed to be the best ih 
the world, is found near this city. The Bes- 
semer experiment hinges on success or fail- 
ure in the manufacture of Bessemer steel 
from the ores of the region. None has yet 
been made, but scientific tests are said to 
ive most satisfactory results. The plantis to 
located some tweive miles south west of the 
city on the New Orleans & Northwestern 
Road. They are slicing out a road from the 
hills and forests. There are as yet no build- 
ings offany consequence, but plenty of 
streets. Maj. Burke, the well-known New 
Orleans journalist and politician, is one of 
the men interésted in this enterprise. 

What are the actual and projected indus- 
tries on which these great undertakings are 
based The present production of pig-iron 
in this city and immediate vicinity.is about 
800 tons a day. The Alice Company produces 
175 tons; Woodward, 175; Sloss, 175 to 200; 
Oxmore. 150; Mary Pratt and Williamson, 50 
each. The casi value of this iron is about 
$12,000 a day, or a little less than $4,500,000 a 
year. Furnaces are now under construction 
as follows: Alice Cumpdny,4; Thomas Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania, 2; Debardeleben, 2; 
Sloss, 2; North Birmingham, 1. They will 
each have a capacity of not less than 
125 tons a day, making a total 
of 1,475 tons, which with 
present output will make 2,275tons. This 
will be worth $34,125, footing up over $11.000,- 
000 in a year. Making all allowance for acci- 
dental stoppages from time to time, there 
will still be an immense income from this one 
industry alone. But it is estimated that half 
of this product will be used here in various 
forms of iron manufacture, and on this half 
Birmingham will get not $15 a ton, but #20, 
#40, or as finished goods in many forms. 
Nothing has been mentioned in this list of 
perce furnaces but those on which work 

as actually begun. Several other concerns 
are in process of organization. The furnaces 
now building number eleven, and the cost 
will be about $200,000 each. This one branch 
of work will therefore employ a large num- 
ber of laborers and pay out over $2,000,000. 
The Linn works do a heavy foundry business, 
and the Birmingham rolling mill turns out 
80,000 tons of finished goods a year. The 
Bessemer rolling mill is to be the largest in 
the South, paving a capital of $500,000, The 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company is 
arranging to manufacture steel by the 

or basic process. The Baxter Stove 
Company, which came here a few months 
ago, after doing business in Louisville for 
thirty or forty years, is making sixty stoves 
a day, and intends to raise the output to 200. 
There is a great variety of minor manu- 
facturing concerns, and the number is in- 
creasing constantly. Granted that iron can 
be produced here cheaper than anywhere 
else in the country, and there will of course 
be no lack of industries growing out of the 
rent interest. Even manufacturers who 
ave their chief markets in the North find it 
for their interest to come here. They have 
their raw material on the ground, and it is 
more economical to ship the finished product 
to their customers than to haul the bulky 
raw material to themselves. The coal pro- 
duction here is about 8,000 tons a day, of 
which 3,000 tons is the output of the Pratt 
mines. The largest coal mines in the 
world“ is what the Birmingham people say 
the Pratt mines will be. They will soon 
raise their output to 6,000 tons. Of 
course a large proportion of the coal 
goes to the iron furnace, but 
much of it is sent to other parts of the 
South for manufacturing and domestic use. 
The people of this city get their fuel for $2.50 
to a ton. It is brought into town by the 
farmers, as wood 1s brought into the North- 
ern towns. When a farmer wants a little 
pin-money or some groceries, he backs his 
cart up to a hill on his farm, shovels out a 
load of coal, and brings it to town. 

It is useless to attempt a fine analysis of 
the cost of producing a ton of pig-irofi in 
Birmingham, but it can no longer be doubted 
that it is less than at the older iron centres of 
this country. There are two reasons why the 
turnace-men will not give definit informa- 
tion: One is that, having a good thing, they 
do not wish to invite others to come here and 
share their profits. Another is that the 
cheapness of production would furnish a 
strong argument to the free-traders. They 
are protectionists because they think it for 
their interest to be. They do nottalk lowcost 
of production as they did when they were 
trying to get the help of the capitalists. A 
good deal has been said about selling Bir- 
mingham iron in Pittsburg. It has b 
done frequently, but of late freight 
rates have n so raised as to stop it. When 
this trade was in progress it was stated that 
the iron could be laid down in that city witha 
profitat what it cost the Pittsburg men to make 
the same e. Birmingham can make a pro- 
fit when 
to the Pennsylvania iron men and shut up a 
majority of their furnaces. During the bad 
times of 1888 and 1884 the furnaces here were 
doing handsomely and the town was on the 
up grade. When iron was at the low-water 
mark one company here made #100,000 a year 
for two years. The furnace men here pub- 
licly admit that iron which is sold in their 
ards at 818 a ton can be made for $10 a ton.

The Alice Furnace Company, Pratt 
mines, South Pittsburg Company, Cowan 
furnaces, Tracy City Coal & Coke Company, 
and Linn Iron-Works are all in it. The com- 
bination operates works in both Alabama and 
Tennessee, Nearly all the stockholders of the 
original companies were Southerners, but 
New York capital is largely represented in 
the consolidation, which was porns about 
the beginning of this year. There is a great 
deal of water in the stock, but the company’s 
property is very valuable. It owns over 
76,000 acres of coal lands in the Warrior 
country, of which enough has been opened to 
yield 3,000 to 4,000 tons a day. It nas 311 
coke ovens and is building 1,200 more. It is 
constructing thirty miles of railroad. Of 
course itis going to build a town. It has 
| staked out 4,010 acres northwest of the city 
and has named the town Ensley, in honor of 
Col. Enoch Ensley, President of the Pratt 
Company. An offer of $1,000,000 for the 
town site was recently refused, but some- 
thing less than half of it was sold for 8500, 000 
in order to bring in other interests. About 
$1,000,000 is to be spent immediately for im- 
provements in Alabama and $220,000 in Ten- 
nessee. The company is earning considera- 
ble amounts applicable to the 
dividends, but is putting the funds into new 
plants.

FIGHTING A ROBBERS’ RING. 


How the Tweed Gang Was Brought to Jus- 
tice—The Story of the Fight. 
Louis J. Jennings, who was the editor of 


the shell of the Tweed ring, is now living in 

gland and a member of Parliament. Re- 
cently he told the story of his figh: with the 
Tweed ring to an interviewer for the London 
World. We quote in part: 

Before I had been at work very long in 
New York,” says Mr. Jennings, it struck 
me as a curious thing that none of the city 
accounts were ever published. There was a 
law requiring them to be issued quarterly 
and annually, but. not a sign of them could 
I find anywhere. The taxation of the city 
amounted to over $20,000,000 a year, and in 
the course of a few years a debt had been 
run up of over 58100, 000, 000. There never 
was a city so badly lighted and paved. All 
the duties of city government were negiected. 
What, then, became of all the money! I 
set myselt to work to find out. The city 
government was entirely in the hands of 
‘Boss’ Tweed and his merry men. They 
had yachts and fine carriages and fast trot- 
ters, and wore diamonds in their shirt-fronts 
almost as large as saucers. A few years 
previously most of them had been unknown 
and penniless men. The police, the sheriffs, 
the whole control of the city was in their 
hands. One day I managed to find out that a 
sum of $600,000 been charged for carpets 
in a building known as the court-house. I 


round. There were no carpets there— 
only a little matting which might have 
been bought for $100. Little by little I got 
at the secrets of the city account books. 
But I had nothivg which could be produced 
in the shape of legal proof.

that building had cost $7,500,000, althoug 

there were only a few stools and desks in the 
place. I need not tell you the details; suf- 
fice it to say that we got the corrupt Judges 
impeached and removed from the bench; the 
‘Boss’ and his accomplices became fugitives, 
the entire ring was shattered to fragments.“ 


The Alleged Cure for Consumption. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 1.—This week’s 
Medical News states that recent articles ex- 
tensively published throughout the country 
announcing the cure at the Philadelphia Hos- 
pital of a number of patients suffering with 
consumption, through treatment by injection 
of carbonic acid gas and sulphuretted hydro- 
gen. greatly exaggerated the success of the 
treatment. The treatment, it says, was first 
introduced by Bergeon of Lyons, and adds 
editorially: ‘* Very many of the statements 
which have been spread broadcast over the 
country are absolutely faise. So fur as we 
know there have been no cases cured—cer- 
tainly not at the Philadelphia Hospital 
—and even those of Bergeon’s patients who 
were most benefited continued to have slight 
expectoration containing bacilli. The results 
at the Philadelphia Hospital in the limited 
series of cases which have been under treat- 
ment have been in the reduction of the fever 
and sweats, the lessening of the expectora- 
tion, and in the increase of weight. These 
are gains to be thankful for, and encourage 
us to the hope that we may have here a rem- 
edy measure of some value, but further than 
this nothing can be said. Phthisis, as we 
usually meet it, isan acute disease, and ap 
experience of seven weeks is far too short a 
time in which to form a judgment of the per- 
manent beneficent effects of the treatment.“

One night a man came suddenly into 


frenzied recepiion tendered Henry George 
in Cooper Union immediately after the mu- 
nicipal election has there been seen in New 
York so enthusiastic an audience as that 
which greeted the Rev. Dr: Edward McGlynn 
in the Academy of Music last evening. It 
was nominally to hear what he had to say 
about “ The Cross of a New Crusade” which 
made the people come, though it was evident 
from the moment the audience took form 
and began to show its temper that the per- 
sonal popularity of Dr. McGlyun had no little 
to do in bringing them together. It was, in 
fact,a McGlynn demonstration of the most 
ardent character. From the moment of his 
first appearance upon the stage to his last 
words at the end of an address nearly three 
hours in length the audience was constantly 
breaking out in deafening cheers and cries 


of approval, accompanied by such a wild 


fluttering of waving handkerchiefs and hats 
as the Academy has rarely seen betore. 

As early as 7 o’clock in the evening a dense 
crowd was packed before the Irving place 
entrance. Many had been there nearly an 
hour before that, waiting patiently in the 
strong, cold wind which gswept through the 
streets. Nearly every seat in the house had 
been sold long before dark. Those in the 
boxes brought $1.50 each. The orchestra 
chairs were sold at $1, the dress-circle and 
the galleries at 75 cents, with the exception 
of the paradise gallery, where seats could be 
had for a quarter. standing-room could be 
had for 50 cents, and every inch of standing 
room was occapied.

At 8:30 Dr. McGlynn appeared on the stage, 
and then the pent-up enthusiasm of the audi- 
ence let itself loose. For five full minutes, 
without stopping one instant for breath, it 
cheered and cheered again, men and women 
rising to their feet and waving their hats 
and handkerchiefs, and canes in a state of 
As ag uncontrollable excitement. Dr. 

eGlynn, dressed in black and wearing a 
closely-buttoned frock coat, stood through it 
all, his fine sensitive face radiant with the 
happiness it gave him. 

In the midst of the wildest of it all three 
little girls dressed in white and wearing 
great bouquets of roses came forward with 
an enormous basket of flowers, the ‘perfume 
of which penetrated the whole of the or- 
chestra, and placed it at Dr. McGlynin’s feet. 
Dr. McGlynn’s eyes were moist and his face 
flushed with pleasure as he turned to them 
and laid his hand gently first on the head of 
one then on those of the others. The flowers 
came from parishioners of St. Stephen’s, from 
the torate of which church Dr. McGlynn 
has n removed. Ona card which went 
with the flowers was written, “To Our Be- 
loved Pastor.” 

When the cheering had at last died away 
from the sheer exhaustion of the cheerers 
John McMackin, the Chairman of the meet- 
ing, rose, and soon had it all going again by 
his brief speech introducing Dr. McGlynn. 
The faintest allusion to Dr. MvGlynn was 
enough. The handkerchiefs and the hats 
and the hand-clapping and the cheers all 
broke out afresh wi as. much vigor as 
though they had never begun. All this was 
repeated over and over again as Dr. McGlynn 
came forward at last to speak. The audience 
was as if charged with electricity.

Cleveland’s Commissioner of Internal Rev- 

enue Encouraging Nepotism. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—The circu- 
lar issued today by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue in relation to the nnmber of 
officeholders of one family who shall be en- 
titled to hold office in one collection district 
is construed as a virtual modification of an 
order which was issued by Commissioner 
Raum during Grant’s second term, saad 
whicn has practically. been the most effective 
civil-service reform measure introduced into 
that service. When Raum took hold of the 
Internal Revénue Bureau he found in Ken- 
tucky and other Southern States this condi- 
tion of things existing. The Chief Deputy 
Collector was the Collector's brother or son, 
one or more of the clerks in the office were 
the nephews or sons 01 the Collector or his 
chief deputy, at least two of the gagers ‘and 
. three of the storekeepers appointed 
y the Collector, with the approval of the 
Commissioner of Internal venue, were

family in the same office. To remedy this 
state of things Commissioner Raum issued a 
circular of instructions, which Secretary 
Sherman heartily approved, prohibiting any 
Collector from nominating more than two 
persons allied to himself by blood or mar- 
riage to any position in his gift, and for- 
bidding more than one person of a family 
being appointed to the subordinate offices. 
The strongest kind of pressure was brought 
to bear upon the Treasury Department and 
upon the Internal-Revenue Office to get this 
order revoked. Senators and members of 
Congress would use their most seductive per- 
suasions to break down the barriers thus es- 
tablished, but during the whole of Gen. 
Raum’s seven years’ term of office he stood 
out resolutely in favor of this circular and 
was loyally sustained by Secretary Sherman 
and by his successors, Secretaries Windom 
and Folger. It isscarcely believed that Com- 
missioner Miller, who, in the conduct of this 
important department of the Goverument has 
shown strong conservatism and wise discre- 
tion, has at last yielded to the demands of the 
spoilsmen, and has broken down this effec- 
tive barrier against nepotism in the internal- 
revenue service, which was raised by a Re- 
il-service
